U.S. soldier guns down 
5 fellow troops in Iraq

BAGHDAD A U.S. soldier opened fire at a coun- 
seling center on a U.S. base Monday, killing 
five fellow soldiers before being taken into 
custody, the U.S. command and Pentagon 
officials said. 

The shooting occurred at Camp Liberty, a 
sprawling U.S. base adjacent to another facility 
where President Obama visited last month. 

White House spokesman Robert Gibbs 
called the shooting a “terrible tragedy” and 
said the president’s heart goes out to the vic- 
tims’ families and that he wants to know what 
happened. 

A brief U.S. statement said the soldier “sus- 
pected of being involved with the shooting” 
was in custody but gave no further details. A 
senior military official in Washington said three 
others were wounded, but the U.S. military in 
Baghdad said nobody else was hurt. 

‘Anytime we lose one of our own, it affects 
us all,” U.S. military spokesman Col. John 
Robinson said in Baghdad. “Our hearts go out 
to the families and friends of all the service 
members involved in this terrible tragedy” 

The death toll from the Monday shooting 
was the highest for U.S. personnel in a single 
attack since April lo, when a suicide truck driv- 
er killed five American soldiers with a blast near 
a police headquarters in Mosul. 

Attacks on officers and sergeants, known 
as fraggings, were not uncommon during the 
Vietnam War as morale in the ranks sank. 
However, such attacks are believed to be rare

in the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

In 2005, Army Sgt. Hasan Akbar was sen- 
tenced to death for killing two officers in 
Kuwait just before the U.S.-led invasion of Iraq 
in 2003. 

In June 2005, an Army captain and lieuten- 
ant were killed when an anti-personnel mine 
detonated in the window of their room at the 
U.S. base in Tikrit. National Guard Staff Sgt. 
Alberto Martinez was acquitted in the blast. 


THE DETAILS 

In Washington, Pentagon officials said the 
shooting happened at a stress clinic, where 
troops can go for help with the stresses of 
combat or personal issues. It was unclear 
whether those killed were workers at the clinic 
or were there for counseling. No details were 
released about the gunman or what might have 
provoked the shooting. 


U.S. journalist freed, reunited with parents

TEHRAN An American 
journalist imprisoned 
on espionage charges 
in Iran for four months 
was freed Monday and 
reunited with her smil- 
ing, tearful parents, 
who prepared to return Saberi 
home with her to the 
U.S. in the coming days. 

The release of Roxana Saberi clears a major 
obstacle to President Obama’s attempts at a dia- 
logue with the top U.S. adversary in the Middle 
East. Washington had called the charges against 
the 32-year-old dual Iranian-American citizen 


baseless and repeatedly demanded her release. 

Hard-line President Mahmoud Ahmadinej ad 
also could win some domestic political points a 
month before he faces a re-election challenge 
from reformers who seek to ease Iran’s bitter 
rivalry with the U.S. 

Saberi’s Iranian-born father, Reza Saberi, 
wiped away tears, then flashed a broad smile as 
he and his wife, Akiko, arrived at Tehran’s Evin 
prison— notorious for holding political prison- 
ers— to meet their daughter. 

“I’m very happy that she is free. Roxana is in 
good condition,” Reza Saberi said later at his fam- 
ily home in Tehran. “We had expected her release 
but not so soon. She will be preparing to leave 
(Iran) tomorrow or the day after tomorrow” 


Her release came when an appeals court 
reduced her eight-year prison sentence on charges 
of spying for the U.S. to a two-year suspended sen- 
tence, said Iranian judiciary spokesman Ali Reza 
Jamshidi. He said Saberi was free to leave Iran. 

The court ordered the reduction as a gesture 
of “Islamic mercy” because she had cooperated 
with authorities and had expressed regret, he 
said. 

Secretary of State Hillary Clinton welcomed 
the release. 

“Obviously, we continue to take issue with the 
charges against her and the verdicts rendered, 
but we are very heartened that she has been 
released, and wish her and her family all of the 
very best,” Clinton said in a statement.

CTA riders are fuming over recent sightings of riders lighting up on 
trains and platforms. 

Matthew Hessler of Rogers Park said he saw a man ride the escala- 
tor down to the platform at the Red Line Jackson stop last month 
with a cigarette in hand. The man smoked until the train arrived, then 
he chucked the cigarette on the tracks, Hessler said. The kicker? He 
smoked right in front of a no-smoking sign. 

“Everyone just kind of looked at him like. What are you doing?’ ” 
said Hessler, 22. “It’s like smoking in an airplane— you can’t really get 
away from it.” 

Josh Kaplan of Lakeview, a 
regular rider of the Brown and Red 
Lines, said he’s spotted about a 
half-dozen instances of smoking in 
the last three years. 

About a month ago, Kaplan said, 
he watched a Red Line rider smoke 
on the train for two stops until 
another rider reported the incident 
to a CTA operator, who kicked the 
scofflaw off at the Fullerton stop. 

“That’s the first and only time 

I’ve ever seen anybody get tossed for {smoking},” said Kaplan, 25. 

Smoking on CTA property is a violation of the CTA rules of con- 
duct, spokeswoman Sheila Gregory said. Violators are subject to fines 
from $100 to $300, supervision as ordered by the court, restitution and 
community service, Gregory said. 

Besides being illegal, smoking on trains and platforms also is a 
fire hazard, especially during the summer months, Chicago Fire 
Department spokesman Larry Langford said. 

On elevated tracks, a fire can break out when a cigarette or cigar is 
lodged in the wooden rail ties, Langford said. This type of fire tends to 
occur in warm, dry months, Langford said. 

In the subway, a cigarette flicked on the tracks can set trash ablaze. 
On the train cars, riders leave behind garbage that could be set on fire 
with a discarded cigarette, Langford said. 

‘A relatively small fire can generate a considerable amount of smoke,” 
Langford said. “It also disrupts CTA flow when we have to extinguish 
that fire.” 

Andrew Smith of Rogers Park said he sees riders smoking on the 
edge of the platform or hiding behind the beams so no one will catch 
them. 

But recently, he saw a rider “very blatantly smoking” at the under- 
ground Blue Line Jackson stop. 

“It’s just rude and obnoxious for people to do that,” said Smith, 27. 
“Rules are rules.”

Starting next week CTA riders can subscribe 
to receive e-mail alerts that will provide esti- 
mated bus arrival times at bus stops, officials 
said Monday 

The new service marks the latest expansion 
of CTA Bus Tracker, a Web-based program that 
uses GPS to provide transit riders with real- 
time service information. 

The e-mail alerts will start Monday, along 
with the addition of 20 more bus routes to 
Bus Tracker, available atctabustracker.com. By 
next week, 149 of the 153 CTA bus routes will 
be included in Bus Tracker. The exceptions are 
special-events routes that do not have specific 
schedules. 

This summer the CTA plans to test a text- 
messaging system for Bus Tracker, officials said. 
Customers will receive a text message provid- 
ing the projected arrival times of the next four 
buses at specific bus stops, said CTA President 
Richard Rodriguez.

Cook County Board President Todd Stroger 
said Monday he is blocking the repeal of a 
controversial sales-tax increase. 

Stroger announced the decision in a news 
release and later explained it on WVON- 
AM. He accused the commissioners who 
engineered the roll-back vote of having no 
plan to replace the revenue that would have 
been lost and said the vote was “a political 
effort really to try to embarrass me.” 

Stroger appeared confident he could find 
one more commissioner to join the three 
who supported him last week by opposing 
the tax repeal. 

“I don’t think the votes are there to over- 
ride the veto,” Stroger said on WVON. 

Stroger declared last week he would veto 
the repeal after county commissioners sur- 


prised him by approving it on a 12-3 vote that 
included support from four commissioners 
who had voted to increase the tax last year. 

It takes an extraordinary 14 of 17 county 
commissioners to override a veto, a threshold 
repeal supporters said they were unlikely to 
meet. 

In his news release, Stroger accused the 
board of pandering to voters ahead of the 
2010 elections. 

“Someone has to show leadership,” Stroger 
said in the statement. “I will not jeopardize 
the well-being of County residents by allow- 
ing this faction of commissioners to end 
funding for vital services and destroy our 
health and public safety operations. 

“There is too much at stake— for residents 
who desperately need these services, and for 
residents who deserve a government that is 


responsibly funded.” 

Stroger said rolling back the penny-on-a- 
dollar sales tax increase would have resulted 
in closing at least one of the county’s three 
hospitals, as well as some health clinics. 

None of the elected county officials had 
advised Stroger to use his veto. 

State’s Atty Anita Alvarez, Sheriff Tom 
Dart and Assessor Jim Houlihan all said 
last week that it’s the job of Stroger and the 
County Board to properly fund county gov- 
ernment. Treasurer Maria Pappas said she 
could live with cuts if the tax were repealed. 

Even Mayor Daley weighed in, saying 
Stroger should let the repeal go through. 
Daley’s brother. County Finance Committee 
Chairman John Daley (D- Chicago), who once 
supported the tax hike but voted to repeal it, 
also said Stroger should not use his veto.

First came horror. Then 
came intrigue. And now, 
profit. The “Garza Stone,” a 
5-pound chunk of meteorite 
that crashed into a suburban 
Park Forest home in 2003, 
will go to auction Sunday 
and could fetch between 
$55,000 and $75,000. The 
meteorite is a key piece of 
a natural history showcase 
by Dallas-based Heritage 
Auctions that also includes 
a pair of pristine mammoth 
tusks, rare gemstones and 
an intact saber-toothed tiger 
skull pulled from a tar pit in 
L.A. 

The “Garza Stone” was 
named after Noe Garza, 
the Park Forest man whose 
home was hit by the fall- 
ing space stone in 2003. 

Scientists believe a 10 -ton 
meteorite five feet across 
initially hit the atmosphere 
at up to 44,000 mph before 
breaking up miles above the 
earth’s surface. Fragments of 
that 4.6 billion-year-old rock pelted the Garza 
home, punching a hole in the roof and coming 
to rest in a second-floor bedroom, a couple of 
feet from Garza’s 14-year-old son. 

“Very few meteorites that have ever hit the 
Earth have had human encounters like this,” 
said David Herskowitz, director of natural his- 
tory at Heritage Auctions. “The smaller the 
target a meteorite hits, the more valuable it 
becomes.” 


When insurance would not cover the damage 
to Garza’s home (it was called an act of God), 
the steelworker sold the meteorite to a private 
collector for an estimated $45,000. The exact 
price was never released. 

That collector, Adam Hupe of Laughlin, 
Nev, first put the “Garza Stone” up for auction 
in 2004 for an estimated price of $80,000. 
However, the rock failed to sell and has been 
off the market until now 


Playboy considering ‘radical changes’ 


Reeling from declines in readership and adver- 
tising, Playboy magazine is contemplating “rad- 
ical changes” that may include cutting its circu- 
lation and reducing the frequency with which 
it is published, Jerome Kern, interim chairman 
and chief executive of Playboy Enterprises, told 
analysts Monday 

The troubled publisher has embarked on a 
series of cost cuts in recent months, including 
closing its New Y)rk offices on May i. Christie 
Hefner departed as CEO in January, after two 
decades as leader of the Chicago-based media 


firm, and Playboy’s board is in the process of 
finding her replacement. 

Next up is a makeover of its flagship publi- 
cation. Playboy plans to combine its July and 
August issues into a single edition to reduce 
printing and distribution costs, and it is look- 
ing at trimming its circulation and reducing its 
advertising rates, officials said. 

Playboy also is planning to roll out a rede- 
sign in its June edition aimed at bringing a 
“younger and fresher look to the magazine,” 
Kern said.

It apparently ended when the 
victims’ vehicles crashed into 
parked cars near 68th and 
Hermitage Avenue, about a 
block away.

A man wanted for drug 
trafficking on the West Side 
who has been on the run since 
December has been found and 
arrested in Chicago, the FBI 
said Monday. George Brown, 

26, had been sought since 
December when the FBI broke 
up a drug market on the West 
Side. Brown was one of two 
men who avoided arrest then;

Atlantis 
blasts off 
on daring 
mission 

B CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. Space shuttle Atlantis 
and a crew of seven thundered away Monday 
on one last flight to the Hubble Space Telescope, 
setting off on a daring repair mission that NASA 
hopes will lift the celebrated observatory to new 
scientific heights. 

Atlantis rose from its seaside pad about 2 p.m. 
and arced out over the Atlantic, ducking through 
clouds. The Hubble was directly overhead, 350 
miles up. 

For the first time ever, another shuttle was on 
a nearby launch pad, primed for a rescue mission 
if one is needed because of a debris strike. After 
seven months of delay, the astronauts were eager 
to get started on the complicated, riskier-than- 
usual job at Hubble. They were two weeks away 
from launching last fall when a critical part on the 
telescope failed and picture-taking ceased. NASA 
decided it wanted to take up a spare to replace the 
broken unit, and it took months to get it ready 
Atlantis should reach the orbiting telescope 
Wednesday 

This is NASA’s fifth and final trip to Hubble, 
launched 19 years ago. The stakes, as well as the 
dangers, are higher since astronauts last visited in 
2002. Space has become more littered with junk 
at Hubble’s altitude because of satellite collisions 
and breakups. 

NO WALK IN THE PARK 

Two spacewalking teams will replace the 19-year- 
old Hubble’s batteries and gyroscopes, install 
two new cameras and take a crack at fixing two 
broken science instruments, something never 
before attempted. Those instruments, loaded 
with bolts and fasteners, were not designed to be 
tinkered with in space.

Thrilling win puts Hawks in Western Conference finals

For years the Blackhawks served as the 
city’s sports punching bag. Now the 
team has fought its way to the Western 
Conference finals. 

Welcome to Chicago: hockey town. 

On a wild night of gasps and goals, 
young gun Patrick Kane scored the first 
and last Blackhawks goals to give the team 
a 7-5 clinching win over the Vancouver 
Canucks Monday The victory capped a 4- 
2 series victory for the Hawks, who await 
the winner of the Detroit- Anaheim series 
in the next round, one step away from the 
Stanley Cup finals. 

Kane found the back of the net first for 
the Blackhawks, assisted byToews. 

The Hawks then broke a i-i tie with two 
power-play goals in the first 10 minutes of 
the second period. On the power play early 
in the second, Kris Vers teeg gave the Hawks 
a 2-1 lead, and Jonathan Toews scored with 
Vancouver’s Willie Mitchell serving a hook- 
ing penalty less than three minutes later. 


The action went back and forth all night. 
The Canucks scored three straight goals 
after spotting the Hawks their 3-1 advan- 
tage to take a 4-3 lead early in the third 
period, but the Hawks answered less than 
two minutes later, Adam Burish converting 
from Patrick Sharp for a 4-4 tie at 5:41. 

Again Vancouver pulled ahead 5-4, and 
again the Hawks answered— Kane scoring 
at 13:00 to knot the game at 5-5. 

From there the Hawks put a seemingly 
up-in- the-air contest out of reach. A power- 
play goal from Toews less than a minute 
later preceded another Kane score— his 
third of the night. The Hawks hung on to 
the 7-5 lead the rest of the way, the crowd 
growing more and more boisterous. 

The Hawks advance to the confer- 
ence finals for the first time since 1995, 
and it’s clear which opponent their fans 
would prefer to draw in the next round: 
Chants of “Detroit sucks” rang through 
the United Center after the game ended.
